nds and came to his office yesterday thor- 
oughly disgusted with the numerous fires and 
their mysterious causes. It is his intention 
now.to have the Columbian Guards on duty at 
the park taken before Inspector Hunt, placed 
under oath, and their sworn testimony se- 
cured. For some reason there is a belief that 
“the guards ought to know more about the fires 
that have taken place than the information 
thusfar made public by them. They have 
geen quite a number of persons whom they 
thought to be incendiaries, but in no instance 
bas a single one been captured. 
“I shail make this investigation soon,“ said 
Marshal Conway. eilt is the most direct 
method I see at present of getting at the 
causes of those fires. They are most peculiar, 
and Iam unable to account for them.“ 


: Tramp Theory Abandoned. 

The tramp theory has been abandoned by 
the close observers of the doings at the park. 
Atramp appreciates a place to sleep and keep 
-warm as well as any one else, and what mo- 
dive he would have in burning his shelter in 
midwinter is something the fire department is 
unable to divine. In fact the members do 
not think tramps have had anything to do 
with the fires. 

“There is not reason any longer,“ said 
Chief Swenie, in alleging that those fires 
were started by tramps: They want to pro- 
tect their own roosts, and I have observed 
that the fires occur early in the evening or in 
broad daylight. In every instance the burn- 
ing seems premeditated and growing out ofa 
fixed desire. Now. a tramp could have noth- 
ing to gain by burning the structures, I 
would not say either that itis done by junk 
dealers, although possibly a portion of the 
ironwork which might be valuable as build- 
ing material would be nothing but scrap 
iron ifbent and twisted by the flames. It 
would be cheap enough then for certain junk 
dealers of the wealthier grades to handle it. 

But lam leaving this matter with Fire Mar- 
shal Conway. . 

Besides junk dealers who might have an in- 
terest in destroy ing the property, there is an- 
other-element ot trade that could profit by

- Vast Quantities of Salable Lumber. 

Jean see,“ he said, that the vast quanti- 
ties of lumber in those buildings, if placed on 
the market, would almost cause a stagnation 
of the lumber business at this time. There is 
little doing and the lumber there is cheap. 

Take the Spectatorium, for instance. That 
Vicinity isa veritable lumber-yard, and al- 
mostany kind of timber may be purchased 
ut a low rate there.

Killing Off the Rats. 

My opinion is that rats cause a great 
many fires; and we have been in danger of 
being overrun by rats. The buildings around 
us, which were*infested with them, are de- 
serted and are being torn down; and rats al- 
ways go where there is human life. Our em- 
ployés necessarily eat here and the rats smell 
the food and settle as close to it as possible. 
I have a first-class rat dog, two ferocious cats, 
and two of the slickest ferrets you ever saw. 
I also have twenty-five rat-traps set all the 
time and these are of every corceivable de- 
sign. After a rat-trap has been in one locality 
awhile the rats get on toit and then I give 
them a new pattern that they do not under. 
stand. I have caught scores of them as big as 
a dog. The fact is I have caught or killed 
nearly every rat that ever came into the 
building. If there is ever a firehere you need 
not say the rats did it.“ 

‘What about the fire last Sunday?” 

„We ſ were never in any danger. There is 
a kind of opening on the roof, four inches 
square, called a louvre. The snow got to 
drifting through it and some one stopped it 
up with ai piece of cheese-cloth. Now, by a 
singular coincidence, a spark from the IIli- 
nois Building fire lit in this cheese-cloth and 
set it on fire. But the place was lined with 
tin and the fire would have burned out with- 
out doing any harm, Some of the news- 
papers relate a great yarn about a man who 
ran from a distance and ascended to the roof 
and put it out. Well, it would have been put 
out anyway. Ihad: four firemen on the roof 
at the time and they saw the blaze and put it 
out by the time it had started. Well, I am 
contemplating some other precautions against 
tire, but I will have to consult Chairman 
Higinbotham before I put them into execu- 
tion.“ a 

Commissioner Best’s Remedy. 

South Park Commissioner Best said yester- 
day: I have read in Taz Trisune of today 
that Col. Rice lays the blame ofthe fires at 
Jackson Park on the South Park Board and 
I am told that the editorial of Tur Trisunz 
does about the same thing. Well. 1am not 
reproaching myself much on that score and I 
do not think the board will take any blame to 
itself for the fires. Now, the only buildings 
the directors have turned over to us are the 
Leather. Anthropological, Forestry, and 
Woman’s, the Colonnade, and some engine- 
houses and greenhouses. All these we have 
boarded up and preserved safely. It is absurd 
to hold us responsible for buildings the di- 
rectors refuse or neglect to turn over to us. 
They keep the keys and send all sorts of peo- 
ple into them at will, and some of those peo- 
ple set fires. Let these buildings all be turned 
over to us and Iwill promise you will never 
hear of another Jackson Park fire.“ 

Referring to Sloan & Co.’s statement that 
they had lost $4,000 worth of lumber by the 
burning of the Lilinois Building Sunday and 
that the lumber in the Exposition building 
was worth more than other lumber because it 
had been seasoned, General Manager Graham 
said yesterday: 

I do not know that I could say this lumber 
was worth more than new lumber, becguse it 
had been damaged some by nails and from 
other causes. I think the seasoning it has got 
fully offsets the injuries received and that it 
is worth every cent as much as new lumber. 
If 1 were going to build a house I would just 
us svon put this lumber into it as any other. 
What lumber is worth is another question, 
and I could not say how much lumber in 
money Sloan & Co. lost by the fire.”’ 


FIRE PANIC IN THE BISMARCK HOTEL. 


Women and Children Carried Down the 
Escape—Damage Slight. : 

A panic among the occupants of the flats in 
the Bismarck Hotel Building, Sixty-third 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, was caused 
by fire early last night. Mrs. J. W. White 
occupied one of the flats on the fourth floor. 
She has an infant a week old. She managed 
to put a wrapper over her scanty clothing 
and, babe in arms, to stagger to the hallway. 
There she fell in a dead faint. Fireman Mur- 
phy picked her up. Fireman Smith took the 
babe and they made their way to the ground 
by the fire-escape, which had just been erected 
Grocer Trolers took mother and child to his 
home near by. There is danger that the 
mother may not survive. 

Mrs. J. Heaney and her two little children 
were on the second floor. They, too, were 
taken down the fire escape. Two ladies on 
the third floor came down the escape of their 
own accord. The others managed to get out, 
but few of them with anything of value. 

The eastern end of the Bismarck Hotel 
building was converted lately into flats. It is 
of brick, four stories high, and has all the 
modern improvements. There were stores 
below and the flats were occupied by twelve 
families. The janitor, Joe Connors, was away 
from the building when the fire broke out. It 
seems to have started from the furnace. A 
few persons said they heard an explosion as 
of a bursting boiler. Agent Hotchkiss and 
Fire Marshal Green seemed to doubt this. 
When the fire was discovered the basement 
was all in flames. When the firemen arrived 
a 4:11 alarm was given, calling eight more 
engines. The flames were speedily subdued. 

The shops in the vicinity were filled with 
the forlorn-looking occupants of the flats, 
each woman jealously guarding what small 
treasure she had been able to bring with her 
and shivering in scanty and insufficient cloth- 
ing. Nearly all of them were able to go back 
to their apartments after the scarce was over. 
Mrs. Lee Harra lost a pocketbook containing 
considerable money. Mrs. Herman Frank 
lost her purse and Miss Corinne Joyce lost a 
purse with $30 in it. All are believed to have 
been taken by thieves, who also got two or 
three overcoats and some small plunder. 

The building was owned by Rhodes & 
Jacobs of Philadelphia and is worth about 
835,000. The damage was about $2,500, 
covered by insurance. On the ground floor, 
at No. 703 Sixty-third street, Crosley & Beers 
had a billiard hall, which suffered some $600, 
damage and was partially insured. At No. 
705 Elisha White was just about to move in 
a grocery stock. His damage is $150. The 
second floor was occupied by F. Held, Mrs. 
Catherine Waters, J. Heaney, and Herman 
Frank ; third floor, the families of O. Wash- 
burn, Mrs. Lee Harra, L. B. Schofield, and 
L. G. Schwanke; fourth, J. W. White, a. Su 
Grimm, William Ryan, and A. J. Leonard. 
Mrs. Waters and the Heaneys each suffered 
$100 loss, which was covered by insurance.

STRIKERS ARE UGLY. 


NON-UNION CARPENTERS ASSAULTED 
AND ROBBED. 


Those Who Persist in Going to Work in 
the New Stock Exchange Building Are 
Beaten or Relieved of Their Tools= 
Several Small Riots Take Place—Supt, 
Martin, Armed wit” Two Revolvers, 
Takes Tools into the Building, but Is 
Aasailed with Stones. 

Several vicious assaults, half a dozen ar- 
rests, three broken tool chests, and any num- 


| ber of exciting rumors were chief features 


of the carpenters’ strike yesterday. With the 


and Washington streets, as the central “point 
of interest, evidences of agitation and high- 
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strung feeling were visible two blocks away 
in all directions. 

For a few minutes last night the trouble as- 
sumed a serious aspect. At 9:30 o’clock 
Russell Martin, Superintendent of the build- 
ing, drove up to the Washington street 
entrance witha wagon load of tool chests. 
Fifteen or twenty of the strikers undertook to 


however, with a revolver in each hand. 
as the wagon was passing 
entrance one of the stgkers hurled a piece 
of tiling at Martin and struck him on the 
shoulder. As soon as the Superintendent re- 
covered from the effects of the blow he came 
out on the sidewalk, flourished a revolver, and 
threatened to shoot the first man who again 

attempted to interfere with him. The crowd 
dispersed, but soon collected again and threat- 

ened to break into the- building. Pieces of

tile were slammed against the door. One of 
the office employés was hit in the side of the 
head and knocked down. Martin came out 
in the crowd again and would have been 
mobbed had it not been for the presence of 
four policemen who were sent over from Cen- 
tral Station. They drove the strikers away. 
Clubs had to be used in two or three instances 
to make them go. 


Strikers Under Arrest, 

A. L. Dittemar, Henry Martin, Henry Ar- 
thur, and James McCormick, strikers, are in 
jail under various charges. James Couksey, 
Charles Braband. and William Estarnos, men 
who went to work yesterday morning for 
Falkenau Bros., were taken into custody last 
evening for disorderly conduct and locked up 
at Harrison Street Station, but their employ- 
ers soon got them out on bail. 

Just after the newly-employed carpenters 
knocked off work at 4:30 p. m. George Lick-. 
ard, Fred Lickard. James Cooksey, Charles 
Humphrey, Charles Braband, and William 
Estarnos started for home. The Lickard 
brothers are tall and muscular young men. 
Each stands 6 feet 4 inches, and they are said 
to be amateur pugilists of some ability. 

As this pair emerged from the closely 
guarded building and started across La Salle 
street some of the sentinel strikers shouted: 
and started after them. 
The mob fell in and followed. Near the Ta- 
coma Building the Lickards stepped into a 
cigar store. More than 100 men crowded 
around the front door while they were on the 
inside. In a moment they came out smoking, 
pushed ‘heir way through the throng, turned 
the corner, and walked east on Madison 


street, with four or five strikers making loud 


demonstrations behind them. 
Mob and Workmen Clash. 


As the mob moved along it rapidly in- 
creased in size until there were 500 excited 
men and boys running and yelling. Cooksey, 
Humphrey, Braband, and/Mstarnos were keep- 
ing as close to the two big chaps as they 
could. At Clark and Madison streets there 
was a collision and small riot. Some of the 
strikers assaulted Cooksey and Humphrey, 
who were armed with hammers, and who pro- 
ceeded to use them. Just then three of the 
assaulted workmen were seized by the police 
and taken to Harrison Street Station, where 
they were booked on the charge of disorderiy 
conduct. The strikers who assaulted them es- 
eaped. The tall, muscular Lickard brothers 
went on their way south unmolested. The 
strikers were advised to let them alone. They 
are coming back to work this morning. 

In the meantime there was another fight

A. Irwin, aged 60, stepped out of the build- 
ing, A. L. Dittemar hit him a terrific blow in 
the left eye. He fell heavily to the ground, 
was picked up, and carried into the contrac- 
tors’ office. Victor Falkenau rushed out and 
had Dittemar arrested, and will prosecute him 
on charges of assault and threats to do bodily 
injury. 

The disturbances commenced at 7 a. m., 
when carpenters employed to take the place 
of the strikers commenced to put in an ap- 
pearance to go to work. Fifty or more of the 
strikers stationed near the entrances to the 
building and on various corners were lying in 
wait for them. Every man carrying a kit of 
tools or a saw was accosted and ordered either 
to join the strikers or retrace his steps. Those 
who showed any disposition to disobey; not 
only had their tools taken away from them 
but were invariably. beaten and otherwise 
roughly handled. 

One Workman’s Face Cut. 
A big German who came along carrying his 
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tool chest was welted in the face with some 
kind of an instrument that cut three ugly 
holes in his cheek and chin. He disanpeared 
and was not seen again. The strikers took 
his tool box over to their headquarters. By 
the middle of the afternoon they had ten or

from the door. .McCormick was arrested, 
taken over to Central Station, and booked on 
a charge of disorderly conduct. 

Just at noon a lively scrimmage took place 
in front of the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing. Edward Fawcett, a new employé of the 
Falkenaus, was on-his way to go to work and 
carried a chest of tools on his shoulder. A 
gang of strikers stopped him and immediate- 
ly a crowd gathered around them. Some 
business-man in the crowd lost his temper, 
shoved Fawcett’s box to the stone pavement, 
and broke it open. Both men were arrested and

taken to the station, where they gave explana- 
tions of the affair and were released. At 2 
o'clock Joe Spaight, an expressman, drove 
up to the building with Michael Quinn’s tool- 
chest in his wagon.

jumped up on the driver's seat and started to 
drive the team away. Before they could get 
through the crowd, however, Policemen

for disorderly conduct and assault. Quinn 
declared he would prosecute the two men on 
a State warrant. 

At So’clock there were thirty-five carpen- 
ters at work in the Stock Exchange Building 
and the contractois said they would have 100 
more today.

TRUST FACED BY FATE 


ITS RIGHT TO EXISTENCE TO BE 
TESTED IN OOURT. : 


Hearing to Be Held Which Will Decide 
the Future Movements of Attorney- 
General Moloney with Reference to 
Chicago Gas- Will Bring Quo Warranto 
Proceedings if It Is Decided That Ac- 
tion Can Lie—To Put an End to Stock- 
Jobbing Kumors from Wall Street. 


Within the next two weeks quo warranto 
proceedings against the Chicago Gas com- 
pany will be begun ora decision will be ren- 
dered that (ho information cannot be filed 
by Attorney-General Moloney. Col. John 
S. Cooper, who filed a petition with 
the former several weeks ago, praying that 
proceedings be begun, yesterday made.an ar- 
rangement with Attorney-General Moloney 
for a hearing some time next week. Officials 
of the gas trust also visited Mr. Moloney and 
arranged to be represented by counsel at the 
hearing. Upon the evidence as disclosed in 
the papers filed and the arguments which will 
be made by Col. Cooper and the attorneys 
for the Chicago Gas company will depend the 
Attorney-General’s action. This, the latter 
says, will be absolutely decisive, and will set- 
tle for all time, as he puts it, all ques tions re- 
garding the possibility of attacking the Chi- 
cago Gas company on the ground that its ex- 
istence is in violation of the laws of Illinois. 

Quo warranto proceedings have usually 
been in the nature of ex parte proceedings. 
A preliminary hearing to both sides was said 
yesterday to be uncommon. Attorney-General 
Moloney says he has decided to grant it be- 
cause of the interests involved. He exhibited 
yesterday a thick package of papers which 
had been left with him by Col. Cooper. He 
had not examined them, he said, and would 
not do so for several weeks. 


Open Hearing of the Case. ä 

The hearing will be held at Springfield,“ 
he said. I don’t intend to have any star- 
chamber methods and the hearing will be 
open to the public, unless both sides should 
agree to have the doors locked. In that case 
it may be that their wishes will be regarded. 
J have granted this hearing because it seems 
to me proper the concern which Iam asked 
to oust should have an opportunity to hear 
the charges made.

The petition prepared by Col. Cooper is a 
voluminous document. It relates the history 
of the Chicago Gas company and the circum- 
stances which led to its formation. The 
principal of these was the decision 
of the Supreme Court defining the Chicago 
Gas Trust company to be an illegal corpora- 
tion. The history of the reorganization of the 
gas trust as the Chicago Gas company in 
1890 is given, and the methods adopted to 
retain the constituent companies as a compact 
entity are described. Thestocks of the differ- 
ent companies were at that time deposited 
with the Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe 


De n ef Philadelphia. The com- 
r comprised the Equitable Gaslight and 


Fuel company, Suburban Gas company, Con- 
sumers’ Gas company, Hyde Park Gas com- 
pany, Lake Gas company, and People’s Gas- 
light and Coke company. 
How Certificates Were Exchanged. 
The holders of gas trust certificates issued 
against the stocks named surrendered those 


certificates to the Fidelity Insurance, Trust 


and Safe Deposit company, receiving in their 
stead certificates issued by that trust com- 
pany certifying that the holder Helda certain 
proportion of the shares of the stocks of the 
Chicago gas companies and was entitled to 
his proportion of the dividends. The facts 
surrounding the organization of the companies 
were given and the agreement with the Phila- 
delphia trust company was described.

The papers were handed to Attorney-Ge n- 
eral Moloney three weeks ago.

President Billings said last night 
that W. J. Campbell would represent the in- 
terests of his company. It was reported dur- 
ing the afternoon that ex-Attorney-General 
Hunt would be associated with Mr. Campbell. 

Mr. Hunt while in office brought the quo 
warranto proceeding which ended in the 
smash of the Chicago gas trust. President 
Billings said he understood that Mr. Hunt 
was to be associated in the hearmg. Mr. 
Hunt, however, denied this, saying that he 
had heard nothing of it.

JIM MITCHELL KILLS THREE MEN, 


Furious Fight in a Depot at Houston, 
N Tex. 8 * 

Hevston, Tex., Feb. 19.— [Special. — The 
old Jaybird- Woodpecker political feud, which 
originated in Fort Bend County, had a bloody 
sequel in the Grand Central Depot here to- 
night. Among the passengers who alighted 
from a train werea man named York, D. Sut- 
ton, constable of Eagle Lake; Milton Sparks, 
and his wife, child, and brother, also of Eagle 
Lake. As soon as York stepped on the plat- 
form Jim Mitchell, who was in the depot, 
opened fire, which was as promptly returned, 
York falling after firinga second shot. Mitch- 
ell kept Sup his murderous fusillade until he 
had fired five shots. The result was that in ad- 
dition to York being killed Sparks was shot 
to death, and Dan Gleason, an omnibus 
driver, Was also killed. Mrs. Sparks, wife of 
man, was badly wounded, as 
was also a child she carried. A Mrs. Me- 
Dowell, an aged woman, received one of the 
bullets and her chances of recovery are slim, 
while Sparks’ brother received a wound. 
Mitchell was locked up in the city prison and 
there was considerable talk of lynching. 


ANARCHIST WITH DYNAMITE IS TAKEN. 


He Threatens to Blow Up the Court- House

PirrsnurG, Pa., Feb. 19.—A sensation was 
caused at the court-house this afternoon by 
the actions of a man said to be an Anarchist, 
who threatened to blow up the building.

The immense tin-can and japanned ware 
factory of Norton Bros., occupying half of 
the triangular block facing on Dock and Water. oa 
streets and abutting on the river, was de.. 
stroyed by fire last night. The blaze started 
at 11:30 o’clock, but it was 2:30 o’clock this 
morning before the flames were under con- 
trol. Buildings on the other side of Water 
street and Wabash avenue were menaced by 
a high wind, which started at 1 o'clock, 
but persistent work by the firemen prevented 


the spread of the flames outside of the four 


walls of the Norton establishment. It took. 


twenty-three engines and the two fire boats to 


conquer the blaze. The direct 12 
damage is $600,000, but as 600 men an 
women are thrown out of work by the fire the 
loss is much greater than told by these fig- 
ures, 3 
The flames were discovered in the box de. 
partment by Watchman Rose and were burn - 
ing so vigorously that he did not attempt to 
cope with them. By the time he had turned 
in an alarm they had spread to the second 
floor and were feeding on the paints and oils 
stored there. Fire Marshal Green, im- 
mediately upon arriving, turned in 2 
a 411, and ten minutes later 
supplemented that with a special call for five 4 
engines. It was hard work getting to work, 
for there were no points of vantage from 
which the firemen could labor, The wing 
blew the water away from the windows 
through which the firemen endeavored to 
force the streams, and it was difficult to reich. 
the fourth story, from which the flames wers 
sweeping almost across the street. 


Flames Fed by Oil. :

Vessels Are Threatened. | 


Lying in the river directly behind the build- = 
ing were several vessels. Fora little while ~~ 
they were in great danger of being consumed. <a 
A chemical engine was sent by Marshal 
Musham to watch these boats and keep down 
any blaze that might get started. The flames 
leaped from the windows of the burning build- 
ing, reaching nearly to the boats. -Half a 
dozen lines of hose had been run on to them, 
and until it became too hot the fire was 
fought from their decks. When the fire 
gained headway and it was seen that the 
building was doomed the Marshal ordered the 
men off the boats and the vessels were left to 
themselves. Fortühately the fire soon ate 
itself out in the rear and the vessels escaped

Durmg the height of the fire, when the en- 
tire front of the building wasaroaringfur- , © 
nace from street to roof, it wasdiscovered’ | 
that the roof of the San Diego Build- 
ing across the street was on 
fire.

JOE SHELBY’S WAKLIKE RHAPSODIES, 


Senators Having Fun with the, Nominee 
for Marshal in Missouri. 


Senators are having a good deal of fun over 
Cleveland’s nominee for Marsha! in Missouri. 
This is Joe Shelby, who ranked just a grade 
higher than Quantrell, the guerrilla. Joe 
Shelby was Vest’s old commander, it was 
stated, and Vest was anxious for his appoint- 
ment on that account. Shetby himself seeins 
to have been a poet warrior. His descriptions 
of his own prowess are to be found among 
the official papers of the Confederacy con- 
tained in the rebellion records. Some one 
who has been digging into the records has 
found a mine of rhapsody and self-glorifica- 
tion. Some of the finest writing Shelby ever 
did, perhaps, was his report on the battle of 
Prairie Grove, Ark. Listen to this: 

Upon the eventful morning of the 7th, long be- 
fore the round, full moon had died in the lap of 
dawn; long before the watching stars had grown 
dim with age, my bri¢ade was saddled, formed, 
and their steeds, champing frosted bits in the 
cold, keen air of a December morning, ready and 
eager forthe march.

HESING GIVES FACTS. 


NEEDS OF THE OHICAGO POSTOFFIOCE 
NTLY STATED. 


At a Heari in Washington He Shows the 
Necessities of a Change from Existing 
Methods=He Argues fora Larger Build- 
ing, an Additional Force, and Consoli- 
dation of Suburban Omees- Friendly 

Tilt with Assistant Postmaster-General 
Jones=Pertinent Statistics, 


Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 


Postmaster Hesing and Assistant Postmaster- 
General Frank Jones had a good-natured war 
of words at the hearing today before the 
House Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads, growing out of the conference of Post- 
masters on the subject of increased postal 
facilities in the large cities. Mr. Hesing 
thought the system under which business is 
transacted by the Postoffice Department was 
radivally wrong, inasmuch as nothing was left 
discretionary with the Postmaster. He argued 
in favor of a change from existing methods, 
and this brought Mr. Jones to the rescue 
of Postmaster-General Bissell and the 
department generally. Members of the 
committee seemed to enjoy this episode, 
which varied the monotony of a rou- 
tine meeting, both principals being well 
equipped with facts. In support of his alle- 
gations against the present method of con- 
ducting business Postmaster Hesing cited the 
Christmas rush at the Chicago Postoffice, 
when an additional force was absolutely in- 
dispensable for the prompt and proper trans- 
action of business. Had he been given the 
power toemploy men when an emergency 
like that quoted had arisen it would not have 
occurred that several days after the extra 
force could be dispensed with an order came 
from the Postoffice Department making an 
allowance as had been suggested. In his talk 
before the committee Postmaster Hesing 
made a very. favorable impression and when 
he began to quote statistics he showed him- 
self to be posted on all details of his business. 
Will Talk Again Tomorrow. 

It having been suggested that Mr. Hesing 
should appear bofore the Public Buildings and 
Grounds committee of the House, an arrange- 
mentto thatend has been perfected by the 
members of the Chicago Congressional! dele- 
gation. Accordingly Mr. Hesing will havea 
talk with the revisory committee of that body 
tomorrow morning, when he will go over 
other ground than postal facilities. * It will 
be my purpose,” said Chicago’s Postmaster, 
to place before that committee all the facts 
regarding the condition of the public building 
in our city.” Not only will I urge an improve- 
ment of postal arrangements, but I shall en- 
deavor to convince my auditors that all 
branches of the public service require look- 
ing after, and particularly in the matter of 
accommodations in keeping With the impor- 
tance of their duties. Here is a city with 
postal revenues aggregating four and a half 
millions of dollars annually, with a buildmg 
not in keeping with a fourth-ciasa town. There 
is urgent necessity for refornf in this direc- 
tion, and the amount asked for by our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress is not a penny in ex- 
cess of our actual necessities.’ 

When the President learned that Postmaster 
Hesing Was at the Capitol he expressed a de- 
sire for a talk with him, and Mr. Thurber has 
made arrangements for an interview tomor- 
row before the Cabinet is convened. 


Mr. Hesing’s Argument. 


There were present at today’s hearing Post- 
masters Dayton of, New York, Carr of Paila- 
delphia, Sullivan of Brooklyn, and Johnson 
of Baltimore. Postinaster Sullivan of Brook- 
lyn described the inconveniences under which 
the ates labor from being compelled to se- 
cure the approval of the department before 
any contingent expenditures be made.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Commit-

for my inability to plead the canse of the great 
Western metropulis: to do justicd to the pressing 
needs of our city, for the reason that | have been 
the Postmaster of the second city of the United 
States, and of the fourth largest in postal impor- 
tance of the world, for six weeks only. and it 
would appear like supererogation on my part to 
attempt to inform you fully about a business 
employing 2.100 persons, which has for its cus- 
tomers not less than 3,000,000 people, 

The immediate proposition under consideration 
is, | understand, the recommendation of the 
Postmaster-General that these offices that are 
the postoffices inthe ten leading cities of the 
country should be placed in a class by them- 
selves and appropriations made for them by Con- 
gress, and without the intervention of rules and 
methods as to allowances that are applicable to 
other postoffices. If this suggestion as a whole 
should not meet with favor then at least I 
urge it for the Cities of New York and Chicago, 

feel that this recommendation should 

be adopted at once, for the reason that 
upon the efilicient management of these 
offices the efficiency of the postal service of the 
eountry largely depends. The greatest concen- 
tration of the railway mail service of the country 
is at Chicago, hence its importance as a receiving 
and distributing point is out of proportion to its 
stal revenues or the number of local patrons. 

t needs further special attention by reason of 
its expansion of territory and the number of post- 
offices within the corporate limits, there being 
fifty-eightin all. There should be no hesitancy, 
therefore, to make such direct and needful ap- 
propriation as will admit of bringing these 
Offices up to the highest standard of efheiency. 


Conditions to Be Considered. 


You must bear in mind that the topographical] 
conditions to begin with in Chicago are different 
from those of any other city. We cover 200 
square miles of territory, only seventy of which 
are served by the free delivery system. -We have 
$00 miles ef paved streets and 2,000 miles of un- 
paved streets, so that in many portions of Chi- 
cago during certain portions of the year it is im- 
possible for the carrier to get about except ata 
great disadvantage, and he cannot be expected 
to make schedule time. No city in the country 
has so many high buildings in which there are so 
many offices. : 

I make bold in saying that in the territory of 
Chicago bounded by the river and Twelfth street, 
the river and the lake there is more business 
done, more letters delivered, more second-class 
matter, than in the same space in any city in the 
world, not even London excepted. Within this 
territory is contained every’ bank, every hotel, 
every railroad depot, every publishing house, 
every jobbing house, and, with rare exceptions, 
1.500, 000 pieces of mail matter are handled by 
the Chicago office from the district. The aver- 
age citizen who knows nothing about this busy 
center can, of course, never fully comprehend its 
importance, and unless told of these facts must 
necessarily believe that the number of carriers 
as well as the elerks in the office are sufficient in 
number, 

Other and possibly the most serious disadvan- 
tages under which we are iaboring are the 


wretched sagitary condition of and the insuffi- 


ciency of space in the old wreck called the Cus- 
tom- House, in which employés of the Postoffice 
are compelled to work for the government and 
at the same time to work out their lives. 

This building, gentlomon, is a disgrace to the 
Government of the United States. It is an archi- 
tectural abortion, the breeder of disease, inade- 
quate in every respect, and most eruelly inadapt- 
ed to the habitation of man. A certain percent- 
age of the force is always sick not only because 
the sanitary arrangements are defective and have 
been condemned but because light, which adds 
so much to man’s cheerfulness, as well as air. 
which contributes so much to man’s efficiency, 


never enter into the workroom of the distribut- 


ing department. 
Danger of Disaster. 


Men are actuaily compelled to work where to 
human being ought for one moment to be allowed 
toremain. Men are compelled to stand from 
twelve to fourteen hours breathing the very 
miasma of death, and are expected to do work 
with an accuracy and rapidity that cannot be 
surpassed. More than one young man has found 
his death in the basement of Chieago's Postoffice, 
and the government must answer in more than 
one case toan unhappy family which has given 
up one of its members in the cause of the postal 
Ren 

This state of things applies not only in the gen- 
eral office, bnt it applies as well to very many of 
the stations, where no attention whatever is paid 
by the hardened landlord either to the health of 
the postal employés or to the efficiency of the 
service, because he feels Uncle Sam is always 
goes forthe rent. I honestly believe that at 
least 10 per cent of the energy of our employés 
in the office, as well as in many of the stations, is 
lost because of insufficient accommodations, 
both on account of lack of space, lack of working 
room, as well as on account of the~unhealthy 
condition of the quarters assigned to the men. 

laving presented to you facts and figures re- 
lating only to Chicago, and as | trust I have con- 
vinced you of the absolute necessity of larger ap- 
propriations to do justice to our service, I come 
to the question directly under consideration— 
namely: the making of a special and separate ap- 
propriation for 22 — offices. 

At present there is no elasticity whatever in 


the appropriation; there is no judgment what- - 


ever lefttothe Postmaster of the local office; 
there is not even ordinary confidence reposed in 
him in the disbursement of moneys that are ab- 
solutely necessary and of which he, and te 
alone, is the best judge. In what mercantile 
business would it be tolerated for one moment 
that before $1 of immediate, urgent necessity

Big Revenue from the Office, 


Official figures show that Chicago has the 
largest increase of per cent of the gross receipts 
of the ten largest cities for the year ending June 
30, 1893, which is a little more than 18 per cent, 
while the next largest increase is St. Louis, with 
but 10 per cent, and New York only 8 per cent. 
The percentage of expense to gross receipts in 
Chicago forthe same period was only 35 per 
cent, while in New York it was 36 per cent, in 

oom 41 per cent, and in Brookiyn even 69 per 
cent. a 

The cast per capita of the free delivery service 
in Chicago was $1.11, New York $1.38, Philadel- 
phia $1.13, and in Boston, which is one of the 
most thickly settled cities and has the best paved 
streéts in the country, 82.34. The total receipts 
of Chicago during the year 1893, including the 
fifty-eight independent. postoftices, were $4,863,- 
000, and the expenses $1,300,000, thus leaving a 
net revenue of $3,063,000, or about 37 per cent 
of the total receipts were consumed in.expenses, 
leaving 63 per cent as showing the profit, in this 
office, a showing which Ido not think has ever 
been equaled anywhere. ep 

Last year, notwithstanding that during eight 
months the country was visited with the most 
serious financial difficulty ever known (I will ad. 
mit that during six — * of this year we had 
the World's Fair), the increase of zeceipts over 
the year previous was more than 10 per cent, a 
showing most remarkable. I believe every other 
office snowed a decrease. 

What Chicago needs to perfect the service, and 
mean it as-far as it is possi- 
ble to do it until we introduce the pneumatic 
tube system, which works so admirably in London 
and Berlin, and with us it is not very far off, is, 
in the first place, including the $50,000 placed 
at the * of the Postmaster last month, an 
additional annual allowance of $161,000 for that 
territory now covered by the 
system. 

As | stated before, our quarters are so cramped 
in the present building that no larger force can 
be advantageously employed. For t reason, 
at certain hours late in the afternoon and early

evening dispatch, it is utterly impossibie to 
handle this mail, and day by day much matter 
must of necessity be left over. This amounts 
daily to nearly 1,000,000 letters and forty tons of 
second, third, and fourth class matter. This al- 
lowance of $161.000 will provide for 110 car- 
riers, with the necessary horses, wagons, apd car 
fare, and four main receiving stations with the 
necessary clerks,» 7 
for Consolidation of Offices. 


In addition thereto we ask for an allowance 
#150,000 for the purpose of providing for sath 
factory service and for the abolition of the fifty 
eight independent postoffices now existing in thé 
120 square miles of territory within the corpo- 
rate limits of Chicago not served by the free do- 
livery service at present. This would provide for 
150 carriers, twenty subpostal stations, ten sta- 
tions with the necessary clerical force. In other 


words, then, a total additional * of - 


$311,000 will provide Chicago with what it 
needs and with what we believe in all justice it 
can demand. 

If the receipts in the future should not increase 
in Chicago, which, however. is out of the ques- 
tion, and the expenses should remain the same, 
we would have total receipts of $4,863,000 and 
total expenses of $1,956,000, or less than 40 per 
cent, which wauld still be less than the percent- 
age of expense to gross receipts in the Cities of 
Boston, which is 41 percent; Pittsburg, 44 per 
cent; San Francisco, 48 per cent; Philadelphia, 
49 per cent; and Brooklyn, 69 per cent, while the 
same relative per cent of increase of receipts for 
the year 1894 over 1803 that the year 1808 had 
over 1892. and with the extension of free deliv- 
ery as proposed it no doubt would be the case, 
the percentage of expense of 1804 over 1893. 1 
would guarantee, would be no greater than 1893 
over 1892, and the government would still have 
a profit at our office of $3,000,000. 

Vhat is most necessary, however, is a new 
building. Do what you will, appropriate as 
much money as you can, the requisite quid pro 
quo can never be obtained while our working 
force in the building must labor under every pos- 
sible and conceivable disadvantage. Give to the 
second city of importance in this great Republic 
a building erected with an eye to usefulness and 
adaptability, of modern construction, providing 
the necessary air and light, recognize the im-

,0undless West, give us e appropriation asked 
for and | pledge you an honest and economical 
administration of affairs; one that will bring 
credit to the government, aud that will help not 
only to establish but maintain. the commercial 
importance of Chicago and to make her reputa- 
tion in the management of postal atfairs and the 
manner of handling her mail second to no city of 
the world. 

For this, gentlemer, I plead and ask your kind- 
est consideration. I return to you my thanks for 


your. careful attention.

He and His Henchmen Astounded at the 
Severity of the Punishm of 
the Latter Shed Tears in Court=The 
Convicted Man Protests His Innocence 
at the LasteCashier Thompson Tells on 
the Stand the Wrecking of the Madison 
Square Bank—News of Gotham.

Lewis Thompson om the Stand in the Trial 
of Banker B\aut for Perjury. 

NEW York,: Feb. )19,—[Special, ]—Lewis 
Thompson, cashier’ of the Madison Square 
Bank, described ät length today the prelim- 
inary business methods that wrecked 
that financial institution and resulted 
in the indietment of the direct- 
ors. Mr. Thompson, who began his 
story Friday. was kept on the witness stand 
of the Court of Oyer and Terminer through- 
out the entire day. President Joseph F. 
Blaut, who is on trial for perjury, kept hig 
eyes fastened on his former cashier. oc- 
ensionally glancing toward the jury to try 
to learn the effect. of the testimony. It was 
all technical—a long inquiry about figures 
and facts relating to them, with the 
statement made by President Blaut to 
Banking Superintendent Preston as a basis. 
Every important item related to the truth of 
the allegution that the $500,000 capital stock 
had been paid up in full. Ronald T. McDon- 
ald, a director, had indorsed three notes for 
$50,000 for the Fort Wayne Electric Light 
company. These were discounted for the bank 
and a check was given to MeDonald, who 
bought bank stock with it. Blaut told the 
cashier in May, 1892, to make out a note for 
$56,405, to be signed by W. R. Thompson, 
with 389 sbares of the bank stock as collat- 
eral, Thompson was a clerk employed by a 
guarantee company and had had no account 
with the bank. The cashier said no money 
had been paid for the stock and the agreement

COMMUNICATIONS FROM CRANKS, 


Some Odd Suggestions Tendered the House 
Wavs and Means Committee. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 19.—The Ways 
and Means committee has preserved a special 
bunch of papers containing remarkable prop- 
osition: from peopie in various parts of the 
country as the means for meeting the govern- 
ment deficiency. One of these urges a tax of 
$10 each on each baseball or football club in 
the country, and an additional $100 for every 
game of basebail or football played. Another 
proposition is that a reduction of 10 per cent 
be made on all salaries to government offi- 
cials over $10,000, the rqluction to continue 
until the hard times are over, Another re- 
former proposes a beavy internal revenue tax 
to be placed on revolvers, pistols, dirks, dag- 
gers. and other weapons used in committing 
bodily violence. Various plans for protecting 
workingmen have been suggested, one of 
these being a tax of $100 on every immigrant 
coming to this country to work. 

Some of these propositions have contained 
threats of various natures. One man at Co- 
lumbus, O., has sent many threatening postal 
cards, written in red ink, expressing a purpose 
of killmg members of the committee. No ef- 
fort has been made to apprehend the writer, 
as he is regarded as harmless, but the letters 
may be turned over to the inspectors of the 
Pastoftice Department.

Defects—-— Annual Report of the New 
York State Superintendent of Insurance 
Chicago Life Underwriters Meet. 


A number of prominent local agents have 
been invited to a meeting this morning at 
which will be given what might be termed a 
private view of the work of the Committee 
on Schedule-Rating of Mercantile Risks. 
This committee, of which J.J. Glidden is 
Chairman, has been at work several months 
and will present a schedule which includes 
some of the features of the universal mercan- 
tite schedule, but which is much simpler in 
form. A basisfor standard construction of. 
40 cents is assumed. The standard building 
is assumed to have an area of 5,000 square 
feet, to be sixty feet or four stories high, and 
to have exterior walls of brick or stone con- 
structed in conformity with the building or- 
dinances. Charges are made for increases in 
height of five cents for the fifth story,’ 10 
cents for sixth, 25 cents for seventh, and 40 
cents for each additional story. Proportion- 
ate charges are to be made for any story ex- 
cept the top story over twelve feet high in the 
clear. Credits of three, two, and one cent are 
made for the absence of the fourth, third, and 
second stories respectively, 

In area charges of one cent for each 500 
square feet of the first 5,000 feet of excess 
and two cents for each 500 feet of all excess 
above 5.000 feet are provided. Credits are 
provided for reductions of fluor space and for 
fire walls. In construction of walls a charge 
of one cent for each four inches of deficiency 
in thickness 1s made, each story being consid- 
ered separately and charge to apply to both 
side walls. In detail the standard building is 
assumed to have no openings not adjoini 
buildings, a roof of metal, siate, or glaze 
tile, supporting piers of incombustible Mu- 
terial, and no exterior openings unprotected - 
by standard iron shutters within forty feet of 
an exposure. It is expected to have walls di- 
vided by ledges or fire-stops at each floor if 
combustible material is used, elevator shafts 
of self-supporting brick or tile walls with iron 
doors, and ceilings of substantial material. 
A charge of two cents for the first opening in 
floor and one cent for each additional open- 
ing. Credits are given for automatic latch- 
closers or stairways inclosed in partitions of 
plaster on metal. In protection credits are 
made of one cent for each story in height for 
stand pipe and ladder, five cents for watch 
service, 10 cents for automatic fire alarm, 
and 25 per cent on net rate for sprinkler 
service. 

Conditions and faults of management are 
penalized as follows:

Sr. Paul., Minn., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Ac- — 
cording to a report of the State -Insurance 
Commissioner the ratio of losses by the stock 
companies in Minnesota to the premiums re- 
ceived during 1893 was 87 per cent,

crease of $300,000 from those of 1892. 
The total risks written in the State by 
American and foreign stock companies 
amounted to 263.846.977; total premiums

As it 
was she was thrown violently against the lamp- 
post just outside the entrance and received in- 
juries about the hips. ‘The three women were 
picked up by J. W. Oakley of the Walter Oak- 
ley company and retnoved to his office, Mich- 
igan street and La Salle avenue, where they 
were attended to. Mrs. Coddle was removed 
to her home by her son, who culled for her 
shortly after with a carriage. The other two 
women refused to give their names and were 
able to walk away without assistance. They 
said they lived on Oak street: 
Mr. Holden’s Terrible Fate, 


A few passengers, who were unable to get 
off the car before it entered the tunnel, went 
down withit. One man, beside himself with 
fright, made a desperate effort to throw him- 
seit off when the wall loomed up above the 
car and would have undoubtedly been crushed 
to death had not Conductor Bamber grabbed 
him and held him until his self-possession re- 
turned to him.

COLORED PEOPLE’S REVIVAL MEETINGS, 


Deputy Shannon’s Report on the United 
States Mutual Accident Association. 
New York, Feb. 19.—[Special. |—The result 
of the Insurance Department's examination 
of the affairs of the United States Mutual Ac- 
cident Association was made public today. It 
is embodied in a report of Michael Shannon, 
Deputy Superintendent, to James F. Pierce, 
Superintendent of the department. Mr. 
Shannon finds in effect that, while the com- 
pany’s business would certainly have been 
seriously injured if not entirely dissipated or 4 
destroyed by a continuance of the methods

THREE WITNESSES HEARD IN THE 
ROSTER SUIT AT MADISON, WIS. 


Senator Bashford, Attorney*General 0’Con- 
nor, and His Assistant, Clancy, Tell of 
Their Interest in the Casé—Col, Clark 
Attacked by Mr. Bashford—Attorney- 
General Now Thinks the Contract Valid 
«Senator Vilas’ First Knowledge of the 
Fuct - Clark to Testify Wednesday. 

Manison, Wis., Feb. 19.—! Special. ]—This 
was a busy day for those interested in the 
roster contract suit,in which several State 
officers, including the Governor, are defend- 
ants. From 9 o’clock this forenoon until late 

this evening Court Commissioner C. N. 

Brown’s office was crowded with attorneys, 

defendants, plaintiffs, and a large number of 

spectators during the taking of testimony of 

three important detendants, State Senator R. 

M. Bashford, Attorney-Genera! J. L. O’Con- 

nor, and Assistant Attorney-General J. M. 

Clancy, as adverse witnesses in the case. 

Senator Bashford’s testimony was begun last 

week. At the resumption today the interview 

of the Dow brothers and Manager McFail, now 
plaintiffs, with Mr. Bashford subsequent to 
the cancellation of the roster contracts 
was introduced. Mr. Bashford denied the 
statements made by Mr. McFail and Robert 

Dow that the whole thing looked like a con- 

spiracy and as if he wasinit. He testified 

that he told thein at the interview that if they 
had put their money into the contract on the 
strength of his opinion they were foolish. 

Mr. Bashford made the interesting 

statement that he did tell these gentlemen 

during this interview that ex-Private Secretary 

Clark had shown himself to be da scoun- 

drel.“ Manager McFail had at this time in- 

stituted a libel suit against the State Journal, 
and Bashford testified that he advised hha to 
drop the suit for fear it might bring out the 

details of the roster matter and create a 

public scandal. 


„ Pre 
The next step in the examination broaght 


out how Mr. Bashford became conseſenee- 
stricken Boon after the roster suit was begun 
and began to think that perhaps he was in 
it as deep as any of them,.or at least 
deep enough to make him liable to 
become a defendant. He said he was at 
in consultation with 
defendants in the roster matter. 
Attorney M. G. Jeffries of Janesville. who 
conducted the examination today, asked if 
this was hot before he was made a defendant, 
or before any answers had beer served in the 
case, but Mr. Bashford said such was not his 
recollection, though he would not swear posi- 
tively that it was not. 
Bashford Thought He Was in It. 


Mr. Bashford, however, stated that when the 
original complaint was filed he thought if its 
allegation were true it concerned him so 
closely that he would be a party. and that he 
took counsel oy the subject soon afterwards 
with Attorney B. J. Stevens of this city. He 
told Mr. Stevens the facts in the case and the 
latter advised that he be represented by coun- 
sel at the examinations, as the charges 
touched hit. closely. 

Attorney-General O’Connor was next on the 
stand. He stated that he was interested to 
the extent of several hundred dollars in the 
starting of the Times, the now defunct ad- 
ministration organ, having paid a subscrip- 
tion toward paying rent ot the Times build: 
ing. Whenasked as tothe making of the 
Ciinton Bank a State depository, through 
which source itis alleged money was raised 
with which to start the Times, O'Connor said 
he had been acquainted with President Wood- 
ward of the Clinton , Bank for several years. 
He had no knowledge of the application of 
that bank to be made a State depository until 
he was called into the State Treasurer's office 
the meeting of the Board of De- 
posits, at which the bank was made a State 
depository. It did strike him as 
a little strange that the names of 
Mr. Bashford, his law partner, and Mr. 
Clancy, his assistant, appeared on the bond 
of the bank, but was informed that the bond 
had come in with only one signature, that of 


the other’ 


President Woodward, and that the others had 


signed it at the request of Col. Clark, man- 
ager of the Times, who was a friend of Mr. 
Woodward. He did not know how the signa- 
tures of Mr. Dow. a client. and Mr. Welsh,a 
relative of Bashlord, on this bond were se- 
cured. He did noi associate this transaction 
with the 7imes matter, 
First Knowledge of the Contract, 

Mr. O'Connor heard during the Senatorial 
contest in the winter of 1893 that Clark had 
borrowed money from -Woodward. He had 
heard talk ot the Times being made the official 
State paper. The making of the Clinton 
Bank a State depository was the only thing 
done at this meeting of the board, but this did 
not strike Mr. O’Connor as atrange. Secre- 
tary of State Cunningham had refused to at- 
tend the meeting. Hg had never heard that 
Woodward had remarked that he had 
loaned Clark money on the strength 
of his bank being made a State 
depository. March 27, 1893, is the 
date on which Mr. O’Connor first heard of 
the roster contract, according to his recoilec- 
tion. He heard of it in a letter from Gen. 
Doe, which the latter handed him. in person. 
Gen. Doe told him he thought the Governor 
had an undoubted right to make such a con- 
tract and that a contract couid be made if he 
had that right. He was familiar with the con- 
tract made with the State Printer, having 
drawn the contract and knew the State 
had a fuir contract. He made no in- 
quiry as to how favorable a con- 
tract could be made outside the State 
printing contract. He gave an opinion that 
such a coutract could be made and approved 
the blank contract. Hesaw the price made 
ou the form of contract, $1.90 a volume, and 
thought it a large price. He investigated the 
matter of price somewhat and found the cost 
depended upon the number ordered. He had 
no intimation or no thought that 15.000 sets 
would be ordered. He did not advise the 
Governor after he obtained this knowledge 
because he did not consider it any of his busi- 
ness. He considered that the work could have 
been done unger the State printing contract. 


Mr. MeFail Consults Him. 


Mr. McFail came to Mr. O’Connor in his 
office after the contract was let and toid him 
he did not know as he would be able to exe- 
cute it. This was April 8. McFail wanted 
his opinion as Attorney-General to show to 
those who were backing him, but Mr. O' Con- 
nor refused to give his opinion for such pur- 
pose, but advised him to consult his attorney. 
Before McFail told him this he told him there 
was a question of constitutionality, and 
O'Connor, after looking up tuis phase of the 
matier, told McFail he ‘did not think his 
contract was worth the paper it was written 
on. He had changed this opinion sitkee, how- 
ever, but had never told McFail of the fact, 
and for all he knew McFail was still ignorant 
of the validity of the contract. He suid he 
did not teel calied upon toright his mind 
on tne subject and absolutely refused to give 
an opinion as Attorney-General. He advised 
McFail to consult his gwn counsel, 

In reply to Mr. Jefferies’ question why he 
now considered the roster contract valid he 
said he formed this judgment from examina- 
tion of the decision in the Sholes case, upon 
which he largely based his present opinion.

of Col. Cody, said today that there would cer- 
tainly be a duel if Fred May could be coaxed 
to fight. Mayor Powell said further: The 
trouble was not over an actress, but over an 
American girl who was visiting in London 
when both Col. Cody and May were there. 
This girl went to Col. Cody one afternoon 
and told him she objected to May’s atten- 
tions. This was in 1887. Col. Cody agreed 
to see May and get him to stop visiting the 
girl.

TOO LATE FOR A VOTE 


TIME FOR RESUBMISSION OF PROHI. 
BITION PASSED. 


Strong Doubts That the Iowa House Com- 
mittee Will Report Favorably a Consti- 
tutional Amendment Providing for An. 
other Vote on the Vexed Question 
Bill to Send to the Penitentiary Men 
Who Do Not Provide for Their Fami- 
lies== Wisconsin Prohibitionists Active. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 19.— [Special.] 

There is doubt about the resolution for the re- 

submission of the prohibition amendment re- 

ceiving a favorable report from the House 

Committee on Constitutional Amendments, 

to which it was referred. It was reported 


‘favorably once by a tie vote, the Chairman of 


the committee voting for the report. It turned 
out, however, that some of the members of 
the committee had been absent from the 
meeting by reason of having been informed 
that the resolution would not come up at that 
time. When the report was made in the 
House Representative Root of Clinton, who 
was one of the absentees, objected to the con- 
sideration of the report and said that they had 
been assured that it would not come up at the 
meeting and he moved that the resolution 
be referred back to the committee. After a 
lively tilt with some of the members Mr. 
Root carried his point and the resolution was 
sent back to the committee. In speaking of 
the matter today Mr. Root said that he 
thought that a majority of the members of 
the committee were opposed to the resolution. 
The three Democratic members were and he 
had assurance that two other Republican 
members besides himself were ready to vote 
for the indefinite postponement of the resolu- 
tion. The Chairman of the committee is 
also reported as being disposed to vote 
against itifit should come up in the House. 
He may, however, vote for it in committee to 
get the matter before the House. Mr. Root 
says that there are six members of the com- 
mittee who will oppose a favorable report, 
and as that constitutes one-half of the com- 
mittee a favorable report cannot be had. 


Too Late for Resubmission, 


Another member in talking of the matter 
said: It is too late to think of resubmission 
now. There was a time when such a course 
would have been the proper one, but that 
time has passed, Four years ago resubmis- 
sion might have carried. At that time resub- 
mission resolutions were introduced in both 
Houses early in the session. The Senate was 
Republican and the House was atie. The 
resolution passed the Senate, but the man in 
charge of it in the House did not call it up, 
and it was not until near the end of the ses- 
sion that it was heard of in that body, and at 
that time it was so far down on the calendar 
it could not be taken up without a vote of 
two-thirds of the members, A motion was 
made t take it upseut of its regular order 
and the motion received 51 votes, a majority 
of 1, but not enough to carry it. One Demo- 
crat, Mr. Woods of Webster County, voted 
witht Republieans, to take the resolution 
up. Kis known that at least one of the inde- 
pendent members would have voted for the 
resolution if it could have been brought be- 
fore the House, and it would have carried if 
it had been taken up at an early date so that 
it could have been considered. The delay 
was fatal and the time when. resubmission 


might have furnished a solution of the trouble 


was allowed to pass by.“ 

The subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Suppression will hold another meeting 
early tomorrow morning, at which time an 
attempt will be made to reach an agreement 
upon the Martin-mulct bill. Some of the 
members ot the committee are opposed to 
the amendment which provides that it shall 
require a majority of the voters of any city to 
reinstate the prohibitory law and it is possible 
that considerable trouble may. be experienced 
in getting the committee to agree to the bill. 

Iowans Must Feed Their Families. 


In the House today a unique bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. Barker. It provides that in 
case males who are heads of families fail to 
support those families they shall be declared 
vagrants and subject to imprisonment in the 
county jail for six months, while a conviction 
for a third offense makes them liable to a 
term of one year in the penitentiary. 

Mr. Brinton introduced a bill making the 
township trustees a drainage board for each 
township with power to lay out drainage and 
to assess against the property benetited. Mr. 
Byers introduced a bill against pooling and 
trusts. Mr. Sawyer’s bill to provide for the 
use of the title of veterinary surgeon was de- 
feated, as was also the Jester bill providing 
that counties shall pay the expense of estab- 
lishing highways. 

The Senate met this afternoon with a bare 
quorum. Senator Cheshire’s bill approprat- 
ing $316 to pay the expenses of Gov. Jack- 
son’s inauguration was adopted. AThong the 
items is one for the chaplain for $10. 

The following bills were also passed: 
Chassel’s House bill providing that hereafter 
the Legislature shall convene at 10 a. m. the 
second Monday in January and permanently 
organize the afternoon of the same day to 
obviate the necessity of voting twice for Unit- 
ed States Senators and Senator Jamie- 
son’s bill providing that sample tick- 
ets shail be posted on the day of 
election instead of five days previously. Sen- 
ator Turner’s bill allowing the Soldiers’ Re- 
lief Commission a salary of $2 per day, pro- 
vided that their services shall not cover more 
than ten days per year, was defeated. Sena- 
tor Cheshire’s bill allowimg cities of the first 
class to bond. outstanding indebtedness and 
the bill extending the time for counties to 
bond their indebtedness, and a bill to increase 
the number of Judges in the Polk County Dis- 
trict were ordered engrossed. 


HONEST ELECTIONS IN NEW YORK CITY 


Non-Partisan Election Board 
the Sepate. 

Aupany, N. Y., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator Edmund O' Connor's non-partisan in- 
spector of election bill came up in the Senate 
this evening by unanimous consent and was 
passed without opposition. It is thought that 
the bill will go through the Assembly in a 
few days, and as Gov. Flower recommended 
non-partisan boards of election officers in his 
last annual message it is fair to presume that 
the Governor will sign ‘the measure imme- 
diately, so that the law will be operative at 
the spring elections. There are over 
5.000, election districts in New York State 
and this bill adds one inspector to 
each polling place. Under the present law 
the Democrats have two of the three inspect- 
ors in most of the polling places in larger 
cities. By the change of the law the Repub- 
licans will gain at least 10,000 votes by hon- 
est elections in New York City alone. The

COLD WAVE IS ON ITS WAY TO CHICAGO, 


The Mercury Win Probably Drop to Five 
Degrees Above The Wind Is Light. 
The man in charge-of the Weather Bureau 
last night promised colder weather for today.

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CUT THEM ALL DOWN. 

The Finance committee of the Council has 
decided to recommend the cytting of the sala- 
ries of the high-priced city officials and to 
stop there, It favors the cutting ‘pf the pay 
of Police Inspectors and Captains, but not 
of the patrolmen. The knife must, be used 
more effectively than that. There must be a 
general and not a partial trimming. 

The fact must be recognized and acted on 
that the Democratic Wilson bill has made no 
exception in favor of lower-priced labor, It 
has not spared wages while striking at sala- 
ries, but has hit high and low, large and 
small alike. The property, profits, and wages 
of all citizens are shrinking in price or 
amount to correspond with the reduction of 
protection under the Democratic tariff poli- 
cy. Money is becoming worth more, It is 
harder to get and taxes are harder to pay. 
This is due to the tariff policy of a party to 
which the Democratic officeholders of this 
city belong and for whose candidates they 
voted a year ago last November. 

There is not one of those Democratic office- 
holders who can be coaxed into saying a word 
against the Wilson bill, the embodiment of 
the present tariff policy of their party. 
Though that bill has already deprived 100, 
000 Chicago wage-workers of their jobs and 
reduced the pay of those who are yet able to 
find anything to do, these Democratic office- 
holders indorse and uphold it. Why, then, 
should they protest against. the trimming of 
their high salaries, or wages, so that they may 
correspond with the shrunken wages of other 
people, who are not holding offices? 

It was stated in yesterday's Trraunr that 
the men employed at the Kast Chicago iron 
and steel works had agreed to go back to 
work on a reduction of 13'¢ per cent, the 
third reduction since it became evident that 
protection was to be cut down. The low- 
priced labor at these works is affected as well 
as that which is high-priced. The inequality 
which the Finance committee is going to 
recommend is not favored by private em- 
ployers of labor. The Aldermen must have 
noticed, also, the fall in the wages of carpen- 
ters during the last twelve months, and they 
must have sen that it has affected those who 
got the lowest as well as those who got the 
highest rate of wages. The Wilson bill is im- 
partial. Itsnips its 20 per cent from the 
wages of all men. It will not do for the 
Council to show ar unjust partiality. 

There must be retrenchment and reform. 
The Democratic officeholders must take their 
own medicine, and if they were half-way 
decent they would not make such wry faces 
about it. All the officeholders, including 
those who work ir the schools, must submit 
to the general reduction in wages imposed on 
the country by the party which is now in 
power. If they do not like it let them vote 
that party out as soon as they get a chance 
and put another in which will legislate so as to 
raise the wage scale of the country and justify 
the replacement of the wages of the city em- 
ployés at the old figures. ‘They must not ask 
to be made an exception of now. The people, 
feeling poor themselves, want no pampered 
class of overpaid and underworked taxeaters, 
living in luxury off the taxes they find it so 
hard to pay. 

And least of all ty te taxpayers want to see 
the working forc? of the city reduced in order 
that a smaller number of employés may be 
supported in affluence. They do not want to 
see four or five hundred policemen, whose 
services are needed, dismissed and thrown on 
a dull labor market in order that the re- 
mainder, who will have Alderthanic influence 
sufficient to enable them to keep their places, 
may draw extra high pay. That would be a 
disreputable and a dishonest proceeding. It 
would be swindling the-city, which would get 
less labor than its money ought to buy. It 
would be an outrage, for it would be a delib- 
erate refusal to give work to men for whom 
there was work, thus adding needlessly to the 
number of the unemployed and the destitute. 
Cut down the wages and give work to*as many 
men as possible in these hard, Democratic 
times, when work is so difficult to get. 

A LAW-BREAKING CORPORATION. 

There has been a number of small riots 
during the last seven days, the participants 
being West Side citizens and employés of the 
West Side street car company. That corpo- 
ration removed the snow from its tracks and 
piled it up in great heaps in front of stores, 
churches, and dwelling-houses. Had this nui- 
sance lasted for a day or two only no citizen 
would have protested, but when the company, 
after being ordered by the authorities to re- 
move the snow on the main streets it occupied, 
failed to do so the citizens naturally got in- 
dignant and began shoveling the snow back 
on the tracks, thus blocking the cars. -The 
company sent men to shovel the snow back 
again and the two sets of shovelers fought. 

These citizens ought not to have taken the 
law into their owr hands as they did, but they 
had great provocation. They saw that the 
city authorities had failed to make the com- 
pany do its duty and they supposed they would 
have to protect themselves. They proceeded 
to do so and have been successful. They have 
forced the company to cart off the snow in 
some places. But the city authorities ought 
to have done what these unorganized citizens 
did. The former had much to say last week 
about tneir intention of forcing the different 
street railroad companies to remove the snow, 
as they were bound todo. They did not get 
beyond words, however, as far as the West 
Side company was concerned. Why not? Why 
did they not do their duty and prevent these 
rows? . | 

And why cannot a wealthy corporation like 
this West Side company clean the streets in 
accordance with law without being forced to 
do so in this tumultuous manner? Instead of 
trying to gain the good will of the people, 
why is it always antagonizing and irritating

KEEP THE HOME MARKET. 

The Democrats say that the Wilson bill 
will enable American manufacturers to com- 
pete successfully with other manufacturing 
nations in foreign murkets. But that bill 
which is to stimulate the exportation of Amer- 
ican goods will by the admission ot the Demo- 
crats themselves stimulate the importation 
of foreign goods. If it is to produce the 
revenue which they say it will the importa- 
tions of competitive goods will be so in- 
creased that millions of dollars’ worth of 
American-made products will no longer find 
a market here. If one is to be found for them 
it will have to be abroad. The American 
manufacturers whipped in their own country 
will have to defeat their victors in some 
neutral country. 

In order to reconcile the people to this 
transfer of the home market from Americans 
to foreigners, the Democrats seek to mini- 
mize its value. They talk of its limited 
power to coasume, as compared with that of 
the great outside world. Is the American 
market sucha petty one, then? Read hat 
ex-Speaker Reed had to say on the subject: 

\ That in this country all the workers have been 

getting better wages than elsewhere is the very 
reason why our market is the best in the world 
and why all nations of the world are trying to 
break into it. We do not appreciate the nature 
of our market ourselves. : 

We are nominally 70,000,000 people. That is 
what we are in mere numbers. But as a market 
for manufactures and choice foods we are poten- 
tially 200,000,000 as compared with the next best 
nation on the globe. Nor is this difficult 40 
prove. Whenever an Englishman earns. $1 an 
American earns $1.60. I speak within bounds. 
Both can get the food that keeps body and goul 
together and the shelter which the body must 
have for 60 cents. Take 60 cents from $1 and 
you have 40 cents left. Take that same 60 cents 
from $1.60 and you have $1 left, just two and a 
half times as much. 

That surplus can be spent in choice foods, in 
house furnishings, in fine clothes, and all the 
comforts of life—in a word, in the products of 
our manufactories.. That makes our population 
as consumers of products as compared with the 
English population 200,000,000, Their popula- 
tion is 37,000,000 as consumera of products 
which one century ago were pure luxuries, while 
our population is equivalent to 200,000,000, 

If this is our comparison with Eagland what is 
the comparison with the rest of the world, whose 
markets our committee are so eager to have in 
exchange for our own? Mulhall gives certain 
statistics which wili serve to make the compari- 
son clear. On page 365 of his ‘‘ Dictionary of 
Statistics’’ he says the total yearly-product of 
the manufactories of the world ure 4,474,000,000 
pounds, of which the United States produces 
1, 443.000. 000 pounds. 

We produce one-third and the rest of the world, 
England included, two-thirds. The population 
of the world is 1,500,000,000, of which we have 
70,000,000, which leaves 1,430,000,000 for the 
rest of mankind, Weuse all our manufactures 
or the equivalent of them. Hence we are equal 
to one-half the whole globe outside of ourselves, 
England included, and compared as a market 
with the rest of the world our population is equal 
to 715,000,000, 

I repeat, as compared with England itself as a 
market our peonle are equivalent to 200,000,000. 
As compared with the rest of the world, England 
included, we are equal as a market to 713.000, 000. 
These figures more than justify the adjectives of 
the Englishman, and the cold facts of mathemat- 
ics surpass the spasms of rhetoric. 

No Democrat has ventured +o dispute the 
accuracy. of Mr. Reed’s figures or to challenge 
the conclusions he draws from them, All they 
do is to say stolidly that the American market 
does not amount to much and that it will bea 
stroke of good business to neglect it to reach 
out after Asia, Africa, and the islands of the 
sea. 

But the busmess-man, with Mr. Reed’s fig- 
ures before him, will see that common sense 
dictates first and foremost the preservation of 
this great American market for Americans. 
While it is theirs they cannot suffer, whatever 
happens. If, retaining it, they can also reach 
out and invade foreign markets, so much the 
better. But the essential point is to keep 
what we have, and not to throw away the meat 
we have, no matter how attractive the shadow 
may be. Americans, if wise, will not sacrifice 
the custom of their own well-paid citizens to 
compete with the Europeans for the poor trade 


THE CONVICTION OF N KANE. 

The conviction of John I. MeKane, the no- 
torious political boss of Gravesend, N. X., 
and his sentence to the penitentiary for six 
years will be regarded by all honest, law- 
abiding men, to whatever party they may be- 
long, as a result conducive to good govern- 
ment and electoral reform.

THE POPULIST RAILROAD. | 

The absurdity of the average Populist idea 
of reform in the conduct of business and 
of government is illustrated in the plan for a 
railroad proposed to be built from Canada to 
the Gulf of Mexico, The route of the line 
through Kansas has been ‘“‘surveyed” by 
platting it down on the map, but not by en- 
gineers furnished with stakes and chains. The 
route dodges hither and thither across differ- 
ent counties, making no less than nine big 
bends between the southern and northern bor- 
ders. The whole thing suggests an exaggtr- 
ated rail fence, and its total length in the 
State is much more than twice the 200 miles 
of distance in a straight line from the south- 
ern boundary of Cowley County to the aorth- 
ern line of Marshall, those being the places 
in which it enters and leaves the State. 

Itis fair to presume the intention is that 
the same zigzag fashion shall be followed by 
the line in Nebraska and the two Dakotas, 
that being necessary to propitiate the Popu- 
lists over as large an area of those States as 
possible, while comparatively a straight route 
is to be chésen between Kansas and the gulf. 
So from the average of points in the more 
northerly sections the land transportation of 
the grain and other products to be exported 
will be nearly double the distance in an air 
line, and for all pointsin the sections where 
the Populists are plentiful the distance would 
be very much greater than necessary. Possi- 
bly the gentlemen who are advocating the 
scheme and stumping Kansas for $25 sub- 
scriptions to a fund of 24 million dollars for 
constructing it have no conception of the fact 
that the actual cost of transportation on this 
plan would be vastly increased over that for 
an air line, because each mile of the journey 
costs money in tue shape of fuel and attend- 
ance, Wear of rails and the wheels of rolling 
stock, and interest on the value of both the 
latter items in the count, to say nothing of 
the greater time consumed on the journey. 

If the Populist promoters of the snake 
fence railroad were aware of these things they 
would not ask for subscriptions to their crazy- 
quilt scheme, and if the Populists to whom 
they appeal knew the facts they would not 
furnish the funds asked for. But this consid- 
eration amounts to nothing. If the Populist 
leaders and followers were wise enougb to 
know something of what it costs to run g rail- 
road, and understood that the cost of trans- 
portation has a great deal to do with deter- 
mining how much the producer is to get for 
his property, they would have a little sense on 
other topics in regard to which their speeches 
and resolutions verge on lunacy... So the peo- 
ple of other sections must be content to look 
on and pity the poor fellows in Kansas while 
they put up their hard-earned dollars for the 
furtherance of this mad scheme. The convic- 
tion that the money so subscribed will be lost, 
and that the losers will then turn round and 
abuse other people as the cause of the failure 
to succeed, will not avail to stop the pig- 
headed fellows. from testing the thing for 
themselves as far as they are able to go with 
it. They must be left to learn the bitter les- 
sons in the school of experience.

CLAMORING, SELFISH POLICEMEN, 

The City Finance committee has met the 
objections of the agitating policemen against 
the reduction of their salaries by a proposi- 
tion to reduce the force to some extent. and 
to reduce the salaries of the higher officers on 
a horizontal basis, This is put forward as an 
alternative of the proposition to reduce sal- 
aries gil around. It remains to be seen how 
the agitating policemen and their advisers, 
the four ex-Aldermen, will receive this alter- 
native suggestion. Will they prefer to see 
300 or 400 of their less favored: comrades 
turned out of their positions to’ submitting to 
a temporary réduction in their own salaries? 
Has the occupation of the patrolman made 
him selfish and callous? 

In many factories throughout the city the 
employés have agreed to take shifts at work, 
or have submitted toa temporary reduction 
in wages that the number might not be re- 
duced and that all might make enough to live 
on decently. Are the patrolmen going to 
ignore these good examples? The police- 
man's salary has been frequently raised in 
recent years. It is higher now than at any 
time in the history of Chicago and higher 
than any salary the average patrolman can 
earn at other employment. Such a reduction 
as has been proposed would leave salaries as 
high as they were in the eighties. Why then 
this howl about reduction? At is unreason- 
able and uncharitable. 

It is probable that the 2 be consid- 
erably reduced without impairing its efficiency. 
But if reductions are made it ig not the least 
useful officers that will have ſto go. Some 
good men will be thrown out of employment 
atadull time through the selfishness and 
callousness of their present comrades. It is 
not pleasant to think of the bluecoat clamor- 
ing for such discharge. But that is just what 
the resolutions adopted at the instaace of 
Lieut. Golden and Officers Mulcahy, Johns- 
ton, and Wooddridgelast Sunday mean. A 
little reason and a little feeling of comrade- 
ship may temper the judgment of all con- 
cerned in reference to this matter. Useless 
offices ought to be abolished in the depart- 
ment, the item for supplies can be consider- 
ably reduced, fancy salaries can be cut more 
than 10 percent. If all this is, done, if the 
favored patrolmen agree toa slight temporary 
cut—about one-half the percentage of reduc-

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THEY WANT FREE COINAGE.” 

The Trans-Mississippi Congress, which sat 
last week in San Francisco, adopted the reso- 
lution, That we recommend reopening the 
mints to the coinage of silver on the same 
terms as now open tothe coinage of gold. 
But that it is known to the contrary, it might 
be supposed from this language that the great 
majority of the delegates to the congress are 
in favor of free coinage on the equal plan of 
putting 100 cents’ worth of metal into the 
dollar. That is the rule with the coinage of 
gold, and silver cannot be coined on the 
same terms unless the silver dollar be made 
intrinsically equal in value to one-tenth part 
of the gold eagle. To have free coinage on 

the proposed plan of putting 1,000 cents’ 
worth of gold into each eagle and only 500 
cents’ worth of silver into ten silvgr dollars 
would be the grossest kind of u Ar 
Let that is the basis which those who spoke 
for the resolution want to have adopted. 
They demand that 50 cents’ worth of silver 
shall be sufficient for the silver dollar, while 
twice as much value of. gold is put into the 
gold dollar, thus violently discriminating 
against gold, and domg this under the false 
plea of fairness to both metals. Out on 
such knavery!

Not one of them so much 
as :nentioned the necessarily resulting loss of 
several billions of dollars to the owners of 
money deposits, life insurance policies, notes, 
and other creditg, nor its effect of cutting 


widows’ pensions one-half by paying them in 
money worth but 50 cents on the dollar. No 
justification, excuse, or apology was offered 
for demanding that the Federal Government 
should perpetrate these outrageous villainies 
on millions of American citizens. The fellows 
who shouted Aye fur the 50-cent dollar 
resolution had not the courage or manliness 

to avow their real motive for their sandbag- 

ging proposition which they adopted amid 
storms of applause.”’ 

These frauds well know there can be no 
free coinage of both gold and silver at a ra- 
tio of 16 to 1, when the true commercial ra- 
tio is 32 to 1. They must know and expect 
that the silver would drivé out the gold if 
their resolve were formulated into law, and 
that thenceforward the doliar unit of our cur- 

‘rency would have a purchasing power of but 
50 cents, or just about one-half its present 
value. No man who owned gold bullion 
would be such a donkey as to take it to the 
mint under those conditions and ask to have 
it coined for him into dollars costing 
twice as much as the silver dollars but rated 
by a foolish and unjust law as of no greater 
value than the silver dollar for the payment 
of debts. He would send his gold abroad and 
sell it there for twice what he was nominally 
allowed in the home market. We should 
have a silver monometallism that would be at 
loast as unjust to gold asthe present gold 
basis is alieged to be with respect to silver. 
It would be far worse in practice, because no 
gold wouid circulate with silver monomet- 
allism, while vast amounts of silver money 
now circulate freely with gold as the stand- 
ard of values. If the delegates who voted 
for free silver do not know this they ought to 
study up the question in the privacy of their 
own homes defore again parading in view of 
the public. If they do know it they deserve 
to be denounced as deliberately advocating 
one of the biggest swindles that ever was perpe- 
trated upon a people under the form of law.

WILLIAM CONSULTS BISMARCK. 


It Is Believed a New Office Will Be Cre- 
ated for the Ex-Chancellor. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.1 

FRIgepRIcHsSRUHE, Feb. 19.—[{Copyright, 
1894, by the Press Publishing Company. 
New York World.]—Nothing positive can be 
learned on the subject of the Emperor’s pri- 
vate conversation with Prince Bismarck to- 
day. Still information that has come to hand 
justifies the assertion that the Emperor spoke 
on various political matters, notably the 
course to adopt in case the Reichstag rejects 
the Russian treaty. The Emperor asked the 
Prince and Princess to visit him during the 
spring at Potsdam. 

The reconciliation is flow complete and Bis- 
marck’s influence will goon be felt again. But 
he never again will be Chancellor, although 
he could be tomorrow if he wished to. 
Emperor will probably create an entirely new 
office for him at an early date. 

FRIEDRICHSRUHE, Feb. 19.—Another link 
has been forged in the chain of reconciliation 
between Emperor William and Prince Bis- 
marek. Emperor William left Berlin at 2:20 


this afternoon and arrived here shortly after 


5 o'clock. In spite of the request by the Em- 
peror that there should be no demonstration 
upon the occasion of his arrival here the rail- 
way station and the village were gayly deco- 
rated. At the spot where the Emperor was to 
alight at the railroad station an immense im- 
perial crown was hung and at the windows of 
the cottages of the village and neighborhood 
busts of Prince Bismarck und of Emperor 
William were displayed. 

Prince Bismarck, upon leaving the castle for 
the railroad station in order to meet Emperor 
William, was greeted with loud applause by the 
crowds of people assembled. The Emperor, 
who wore a naval uniform covered by a dark 
cloak, stepped briskly out of the carriage 
when the train drew up atthe platform and 
approached Prince Bismarck, whé wore the 
cuirassier uniform, with belmet, and the gray 
military cloak recently presented to him by 
the Emperor, 

Warm and repeated hand shakes were ex- 
changea between the Emperor and the ex- 
Chancellor, after which the former ‘carefully 
wrapped the gray cloak around the Prince’s 
shoulder’s, Bismarck having doffed the gar- 
ment just previous to greeting the Emperor. 
The Emperor and Prince Bismarck then 
walked tothe castle of Friedrichsruhe, fol- 
lowed by the Emperor’s suite of seven per- 
sous. They were enthusiastically received by 
the crowds lining the route. Upon arriving 
at the castle Emperor William greeted Prin- 
cess Bismarck and, with the Princess upon his 
arm, the Emperor proceeded to the salon. 

The Emperor congratulated Prince Bis- 
marck on his hearty appearance and then in- 
troduced the Prince to his suite. The Em- 
peror also shook hands with Secretary 
Chrysander and Dr. Schweninger. 

The dinner to his Majesty was in private. 
Only twelve covers were laid. Neither Count 
Herbert nor William Bismarck was present. 
The Emperor sat between Prince and Princess 
Bismarck. After r all conversed cor- 

nd Emperor smoking. 

At 9 o' lock his Majesty took his departure. 
The ex- Chancellor accompanied him back to 
the station and he and the Emperor shook 
hands several times before parting. On the 
way to the station from the Bismarck resi- 
dence the cheering of the crowds was in- 
cessant and the Emperor repeatedly saluted. 

Returning home Prince Bismarck was al- 
most carried off his feet by his excited ad- 
mirers, who crowded around him, and the 
crush became so great that the fire brigade 
had to precede the carriage and clear the way. 

Prince Bismarck seems to be in much bet- 
ter health since his reconciliation with the 
Emperor than for a long time past. 


YELLOW JACK FATAL ON NEWARK. 


One Man Dies on the Cruiser After Leav- 
ing Rio- Da Gama’s Terms.

Saldanha da Gama to a conference recently 
and asked him to promise that the rebel gü n- 
ners would not molest foreign merchant ships 
in the bay. Admiral da Gama replied that he 
would give such a promise only on condition 
that the insurgents would be formally recog: 
nized as belligerents and be allowed to purchase 
and receive war supplies. The foreign naval 
commanders promised to lay his terms before 
their respective governments. 
The correspondent in Santos, State of Sao 
Paulo, writing under date of Feb. 10, says 
the rebels routed a body of Peixoto's troops 
near Fasein. The First Regiment, National 
Guards of the State, had gone over to the 
rebel General, Saraiva, who had then 3,000 
troops and was marching on Santos by way 
of Itanhaen, which is forty miles south of 
the City of Sao Paulo. A government force 
of 300 men was strongly intrenched in Sao 
Vicente, five miles southeast from Santos, 
There they hoped to intercept the advancing 
rebel column. 

Sefior Moraes, candidate for the Presidency, 
was counseling patience until March 1, when 
he thinks the election will settle the war. 


Friends of Admiral Mello in Santos said he 


would not bombard the city from the Re- 
publica until Gen. Saraiva had captured Sao 
Paulo.

SHELLS FIRED AT THE NICTHEROY.

Peixeto’s Dynamite Cruiser Takes Govern- 
ment Troops Aboard and Sails South. 
[SPECTAL CARLE. | a 

Rio JaNnerro, via Galveston, Tex., Feb. 19. 
[Copyright. 1894, by the Press Publishing 
Company, New York World.|]*-The dynamite 
cruiser Nictheroy, which arrived here from 
the north at dawn yésterday and dropped an- 
chor off the coast just outside che bay, took 
aboard 300 of the Brazilian Government’s 
regular troops after dark last night from 
Copocobana, a short distance beyond the en- 
trance.to the bay on the Rio side. The sol- 
diers Were rapidly conveyed froin the shore to 
the cruiser by means of a steam launch. 

At midnight, after the troops had been 
taken aboard without special incident, the 
Nictheroy steamed to a point off the Fortres 
of Santa Cruz and displayed blue lights. 
Thereupon forts St. John and Santa Cruz 
answered by firing signal rockets. Fort Ville- 
gaigon straightway sent two 500-pound 
shells after the cruiser, but both fell short of 
their mark. The Nictheroy did not deign to 
answer. these shots, but put out its 
lights and steamed seaward. When a 
mile out it again showed blue lights and 
then turned its prow in a southerly direction. 
It is generally surmised here that it will trans- 
port the regular troops to Santos to reinforce 
the governinent garrison there, upon which a 
rebel army is said to be marching, and that 
immediately after landing them it will return 
to Bahia and lead President. Peixoto’s new

The insurgent fleet in the bay here paid no 
attention to the Nictheroy. No effort was 
made either to attack it or pursue it. 
Americans in this city are complaining that 
while the legations of other countries remain

Mayor Vetoes Repealing Measures. 

The Mayor vetoed no less than forty-four 
ordinances repealing ordinances for special 
assessments passed at the meeting of the 
Council last Wednesday. There has been an 
expenditure of $23,000 in connection with 
these. forty-four ordinances, and the Mayor 
served notice on the Aldermen. that he will 
veto ull repeals where there has been such a 
iarge proportion of expenditures. The veto 
was in the following terms: 

I beg leave to call the attention of your honor- 
able body to the expense entailed upon the city 
by the passage of numerous ordinances repeal- 
ing ordinances providing for public improve 
I have deemed it my duty to exercise the 
veto power vested in me by the organic law of 
the municipality in all cases where the con- 


tract for the contemplated improvement had | 


already been let. But in many other cases, 
in which the contracts have not yet. been let, 
the city has been put to expense by way of pro- 
curing surveys and estimates and instituting 


proceedings forthe confirmation of the assess- 


ments, I also found upon investigation that 
often new ordinances providing for the sume im- 
provements are introduced and passed after the 
r of the repealing ordinance. As practiec- 
ally the same object as a repealing ordinance 
can be accomplished by an order to stay the pro- 
ceedings and as such an order will preserve the 
work already done in case it be afterwards de- 
cided to proceed with the improvement I beg 
leave to recommend the more general adoption 
of that method. ä 

The vetoes were sustained, but fifteen min- 
utes after about fifty repealing ordinances 
were presented for passage. Action on them 
was deferred till next week on motion of Ald. 
Mann. 

-The Mayor also vetoed the peddlers’ ordi- 
nance, passed the previous meeting, because 
it proposes to reduce the license fee of wagon 
peddlers from $25 per annum, -the amount 
now paid, to $10 per annum. This reduction 
would entail a ioss upon the City Treasury in 
the coming year of upwards of $33,000. He 
did not think the reduction was opportune. 
The ordinance was referred to the Finance 
committee, the veto being sustained. 


Madden’s Retort to McGillen. 


When Ald. Madden presented the report of 
the Finance committee on the appropriation 
bill Ald, McGillen asked how it was that the 
Republican Chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee had to cut down salaries and abolish 
offices, while he (Ald. McGillen) as Demo- 
cratic Chairman of the Finance committee 
was able to maintain salaries under a Repub- 
lican administration. 

Ald. Madden hotly retorted that it was be- 

cause of the extravagance of Mr. MecGillen’s 
estimates last year that there had to be reduc- 
tion, curtailment. and economy this year. 
Mr. McGillen and his committee estimated in 
excess of the resources of the city. There- 
fore there was a deficit at the end of the year, 
the general fund was drawn against to an un 
warranted and unprecedented extent, and the 
city is now in financial straits. No one knew 
this better than Mr. McGillen, who voted in 
the Finance committee for every reduction 
that had been made, who was enthusiastic in 
his support of such reductions, and whose 
name was signed to the report making the re- 
ductions. ! 
The galleries loudly applauded this, and 
Ald. Madden got in a parting shot when he 
said: We are obliged to reduce on account 
of the reckless expenditures of previous ad- 
ministrations.”’

Berwick Colby made the report of what steps 
| had been taken to bring the woman suffrage 
question before Congress. The report of the 
Columbian Exposition committee was read 
by Rachel Foster Avery. Mrs. Johns con- 
cluded her paper with an appeal for assist- 
ance in the work of prosecuting the move- 
ment in Kansas. Mrs. Carrie Lane Chapman 
followed Mrs. Johns and strongly presented 
the necessity for vigorous and active work in 
collecting funds for the movement in Kansas. 
Then followed the report of the Kansas Con- 
stitutional committee, read by Mrs. Laura 
Johns.

They Are Surrounded in Evans’ House in 


Visalia, Cal, by Officers and Citizense 
The Presence of the Outlaw’s Children 
Prevents an Atthck—Brutal Treatment 
ofa Woman by Evan - He Comes Ont 
Unarmed After Negotiations and Is 
Placed in the County Jail. 

Visauia, Cal., Feb. 19.—Chris Evans, train 
robber and outlaw. who escaped from Fresno 
Jau a montn ago, is again in custody, Last 
night he came to Visalia from the mountains 
with his partner, Edward Morrell, who as- 
sisted him to escape from Fresno Jail, and the 
two men were hidden in Evans’ house here. 
Officers surrounded the house early this 
morning, and a few hours later practically all 
the inhabitants of the town were present. 
A man named Brighton, who cared for Evans’ 
house and children, notified the Sheriff of 
Evans’ arrival. He was formerly a Deputy 
Marshal in Arizona. He and Marshal Gard 
arrived here at 3 o’clock this morning and 
immediately set to work to capture the 
outlaws. Evans’ children were known to 
be in the house, and the officers did not 
wish to start a fight which might result in 


the death or injury of innocent children. 


At 9:15 ͤ a messenger was sent to the house 
with a note from. Sheriff Kay advising 


the men to surrender peaceably and telling 


them that they would certainly be either 
killed or captured—that their escape was im- 
possible, his messenger was compelled to 
enter the house and was held as a hostage.

The employés of the following houses were 
provided with shovels and told to scatter the 
snow heaps to the four winds once more; 

Adolph Sturm, veneer and mahogany man- 
ufacturer, Nos. 51 and 59: James T. Hair, 
printer, No. 53; Nicol & Co., | hardware 
manufacturers, No. 55; and E. Mack & Co., 
tobacconists, No. 57. 

The men went to work willingly and vied 
with each other in seeing how much of Mr. 
Yerkes’ car tracks they could cover with snow. 
When a man tired his place was taken by a 
willing bystander. Men began to gather on 
the sidewalks and the workers were cheered 
on in their labors by shouts of applause. and 
encouraging remarks. It was soon notice- 
able that the street cars were not making 
much progress while going over the snow 
covered track and in less than half an hour 
there was a blockade. Horses had to be 
utilized to draw the cars over the bad spot 
and traffic so far as the street cars were con- 
cerned was at a standstill. This little trouble 
did not, however, deter the snow shovelers in 
their operations and in less than an hour the 
snow heaps had disappeared, but Mr. Yerkes’ 
tracks were hidden from view. Every car 
that went back and forth carried some of the 
snow away on its fenders and dropped it over 
the tracks miles away from where it had been 
leveled. 

One of the foremen at the cable, power- 
house, in the absence of Supts. Nagel and 
Parsons, asked for a detail of 
from the Desplaines Street Station t to guard 
about forty of the street car company's em- 


ployés who were set to werk to throw back 


the snow off the tracks. A combination snow 
low and sweeper was telephoned for to the 
ock well street power house.

clothes, and when he told John Clark, one of 


the men who was leveling the snow heaps, to 
desist John did not know on what authority 
the command was given. In response to the 
Captain's order he merely wielded the shovel 
more vigorously. This enraged Capt. Kane, 
who seized hold of him and ordered a police- 
man to arrest him. Now, John is a wiry little 
man who wrestles with dynamos and piston- 
rods in the engine rooms of Nicol & Co., and 
is known to bea hardy chap”’ among his 
fellows. Ina twinkling he had the big police 
Captain under him in the snow, and the 
way he dived the Captain’s head into the 
snow pile and rubbed some of it in for luck 
made the crowd -howl with delight. John 
seemed to be having great fun with the Cap- 
tain until a policeman rushed up and rescued 
his chief. John was arrested and hauled off 
to the station. One of his acquaintances. 
Thomas Leahy. foreman of the James T. Hair 
printing establishment, told John he wouid go 
bail for him and made a move to go toward 
the station. Capt. Kane snatched a club from 
one of the policemen standing by and ordered 
Leahy back. Leahy and a number of other 
men assert that the Captain drew his revolver 
and threatened to Kill some of them. 
Leahy thought discretion was  advisa- 
ble, so he quietly refired. The police- 
men were ranged along the two sides of 
the street and the street railway em ployés 
threw back to the curb again what was left of 
the snow which had not been carried away on 
the fenders of the cars. 

Meanwhile several wagons had gathered in 
front of the.business-houses, so that the plow 
and sweeping machine was impeded in its 
work. The employés continued at their labor 


on the tracks till they were scraped clean. 


The crowd that gathered to watch the affair 
jeered the employés, but the policemen paid 
no attention to them and confined themselves

The police claim that the men employed by 
the business houses were shoveling the snow 
not only on the tracks but on to the plat- 
forms and outside seats of the street cars.

SWALLOWED A DOSE OF PRUSSIC ACID. 


Chicago Man Kills Himself After a Brief 
Period of Dissipation. | 
Durnorr, Mich., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—P.

TO PURCHASE SUPPLIES FOR INDIANS. 


The First Letting of Government Contracts 
' in the West to Occur Here Today. 
The first lettmg of government contracts 
for Indian supplies outside of New York will 
take place at 1 o’clock today at Nos. 38 and 
40 Monroe street, where seven months ago 
the Department of the Interior established a 


warehouse for the forwarding of supplies to 


the Indiau agencies. Indian Commissioner 
O. M. Browning has come on from Washing- 
tou to superintend the letting. At the Grand 
Pacific yesterday Mr. Browamg said: ‘I 
am an IIlinoisan, and believing that the sup- 
plies for the agencies can be better secured at 
Chicago than in the East I had the warehouse 
established here, aud this letting will be the 
first one conducted by the department in the 
West. Itis for supplies for the Sioux at 
Rosebud and Pine Ridge Agencies under a 
recent treaty. There area large number of 
bidders now in the city, and the bids will be 
opened in their presence tomorrow. We have 
advertised for 7,000 breeding cows, 972 
milch cows, 2,462 heifers, 500 bulls, 940 
nares, 500 wagons, and a corresponding 
number of plows and other agricultural im- 
plements.”’

‘KNIGHTS IN JUBILEE. 
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PYTHIANS OELEBRATE THEIR OR. 


; . DER’S BIRTHDAY. 


Fill the Auditorium to Hear of the Suc- 
cess of the Organization Since Its In- 
ception in Washington Thirty Years 
Ago=Formed During Troublous Times, 
it Grew with Amazing Rapidity and Is 
Now a PowereThe Day Observed in 
Many Other Cities. 


The entertainment in honor of the thirtieth - 


anniversary of the order of the Knights of 
Pythias at the Auditorium last night brought 
together an audience that filled that building 
from the orchestra rail to the last row of the 
highest gallery. 

The entertaickment was opened with an or- 
gan recital by Frederie Archer and ‘was fol- 
lowed by a Pythian ae sung by the Arion 
and Imperial Quartets: with Mr. Archer at 
the organ. Charles Burgoyne. Grand Chan- 
cellor of Illinois, delivered his address of 
His address was principally de- 
voted to the history of the Knights of Pythias. 
In substance he said: 


‘Three decades ago tonight, in the capital 
city of the United States. five fmen met 
together and formed the order of Knights of 
Pythias. No other order was ever formed 
under such peculiar conditions. The great 
war was still in progress and the country was 
broken up and badly in debt. It was not an 
auspicious time for the formmg of sygh an 
order. Yet, in spite of all this, the order 
grew and waxed strong. The author of the 
ritual and founder of the order was Justus H. 
Rathbone and he was the first C hancellor 
Commander, F ranklin Lodge, No. 2, is now 
the oldest lodge in the order. 

Excelsior Lodge No. 1 was instituted at 
Philedelphia Feb. 23, 1867, and in four 
months had a membe rship of 300. From 
this the order spread rapidiy all over the 
country. 

A convention of delegates, representing the 
jurisdictions of the States, met in W ashington 
in June, 1868, and adopted a constitution. 
Under and by virtue of this constitution the 
Supreme Lodge of the World was organized 
in August, 1868. The Uniform Rank was 
established in November, 1878, and has now 
a membership of 50.000. The order was in- 
troduced into Illinois in 1869, Welcome 
Lodge No. 1 of Chicago, instituted May 4, 
1809, being the first. The Grand Lodge of

the State was instituted Feb. 4, 1870. There 
are now 456 lodges in the State, with an ag- 
gregate membership of 36,000. The order 
contains at present 600 sublodges, 1,200 uni- 
formed lodges. and 1.900 secret endowment 
orders. Its total membership is about 500,- 
000. 
What the Order Has Done. 

The order has paid out for benefits in the 
last twenty-one years $71,000,000, of which 
$8,000,000 was paid to widows and orphans. 
The principles of the order are those of hu- 
manity and religion; its object is to promote 
the general good of mankind, and to spread 
abroad the lights of morality ‘and knowledge. 
It not only benefits the common cause of 
philanthropy, but insures to its members, 
in the hour of adversity and tribulation, a 
source of safety and comfort that none save 
the arm of Omnipotence can destroy.“ 

After a selection by the Imperial Quartet 
Frank M. Burroughs, Supreme Representa- 
tive, delivered an address. The Arion Quar- 
tet followed with *‘ Suwanee River,“ and then 
John J. Brown, Grand Prelate, spoke on 
„ Damon and Pythias.“ He said that when 
he was first asked to make an address he 
chose for his subject, Pythianism in South- 
ern Illinois,’’ but when he came to look over 
the field he found that the southern boundary 
of Chicago passed below his home at Vanda- 
lia, and so he decided to charige his subject. 
He rehearsed the story of Damon and 
Pythias, and pointed out how the love 
of freedom, the love of family, and the 
love of friends, as illustrated by the story of 
these heroes of ancient Greece, was the stand-

It was finally decided to refer the 
matter to the Committee on Rights and 
Privilege and they were admitted, 
President Charles L. Burdette of Hartford 
Conn., read his annual report, which he began 
by tendering his resignation in pursuance to a 
notice given at the time of his reélection last 
year.

The report of W. E. Perkins of Rhode 
Island, Chairman of the Membership com- 
mittee, showed a substantial increase during 
the last year. Thirty-six members had been 
expelled. 

Chairman Cassum of New York of the 
Committee of Rights and Privileges submit- 
ted his report, in which he treated at length 
the Michigan election muddle.

AMERICANS OPPOSED T0 THE INVASION, . 


Seizure of Bluefields Made the Subject of 
a Letter to Secretary Gresham. 

New ORLEANS, La., Feb. 19.— Specia 1.1— 
The steamship John . 
bringing Nicaragua advices. Six weeks ago 
orders were issued by the President of Nica- 
ragua to Gen. Davilla to take 4 company of 
250 men and invade Honduras. At Alaya, 
seven miles from Honduras, a band of 150 
Honduran troops that had taken possession 
of the town was met and a battle followed, 
in which the Hondurans were defeated and 
driven back with a loss of forty men. Two 
of the Nitaragua troops were killed. One of 
these was an American volunteer. The 
Americans called upon their Consul for as- 
sistance and the Kearsarge was ordered to 
their relief. The news of the wreck has not 
yet reached Nicaragua. The President then 
issued orders to Carlos a Layaro, Commis- 
sioner for the Atlantic coast, to defend 
the coast from the Hondurans, He 
brought 250 men to Bluefields 
and took possession of the town. 
Fifty armed Americans had * repara- 
tions to resist the government, but they were 
talked out of the idea by promises that noth- 
ing American would be molested. The Com- 
missioner then made a proposition to the 
Mosquito Indians,.giving them the right to 
control their country if in return they would 
allow Carlos a Layaro to become their Gov- 


-ernor, to have his own corps of officers, . 


and have the ports free and open and have the 
reservation represented in the Nicaraguan 
Congress. This proposition 1s supposed to 
have been rejected. The Commissioner has 
sent his newly-appointed Treasurer to Amer- 
icato make purchases, among which it is 
thought are included arms and ammunitions.

“REV.” HOWARD SHORN OF HIS GLORY, 


He Will Have to Stand His Second Trial 
Without His Beard, 

Jackson, Tenn., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—The 
famous Howard trial has been reopened on a 
new charge in the Federal Court in this city 
and is creating more interest than the former 
trial, owing to the peculiar situation of the 
defendant, who is now at the Columbus, O., 
penitentiary serving his nine years’ sentence 
for the fraudulent use of the mails. The 
charge now against the clerical fraud and 
foreign claim swindler is that of subornation 
of 15 four witnesses. Heatley, Gleason, 
Breckway, and Smith, who testified at 
the former trials. They will also be 
tried for perjury, havin been ar- 
rested immediately after Howard’s con- 
viction last December. The Federal 
court convened in special session to try the 
cases and the entire day was consumed in im- 
paneling the juries. The grand jury was sent 
to its chambers this afternoon and is now at 
work on the cases and will return true bills 
tomorrow some time, when the trials will be 
begun in earnest. Howard through all the 
previous trial kept a bold front to the world, 
shielded as he was by his 1 head of 
hair and beard. Now he is shorn and sha ven 
of his glory and pride and the ugly 
lines made by years of knavery 
stand out in bold relief as the skull and cross- 
bones on a Whitecap’s warning. To meet 
the people of Jackson face to face in his pres- 
ent condition will be an awful ordeal and one 
of his attorneys will fight against this to the 
last. Speculation is rife as to the line of de- 
tense Howard will set up in this instance, and 
guessing on the cotton crop is nothing to the 
suppositions in this case.
